Congress to appoint a day for adopting 
the army as the legal army of these U- 
nited Colonies of North America; and 
then to hint at my election of a com- 
mander in chief."

Don Miguel was tit- 


ting out two line-of battle ships ;—erec- 
t i n g forts about Lisbon, and making; 
every preparation to resist the.enemy. 
Capt. W. says he. saw Don Miguel a 
clay or two previous to his sailing.— 
The emperor looked yellow, jaded and 
haggard ;—and was apparently worn 
out with tyranny. 
Capt W. remarked 


that three years ago the Don appeared 
vigorous and hearty, *'but now" said he 
''he looks like a half starved lion ;—full 
of revenge, and nearly used up." 


It was the decided opinion of the 


Lisbonians, that in case the troops of 
Don Pedro were unsuccessful, 
they 


would all be put to instant death by the

From the Philadelphia Daily Chronicle. 


CENTENNIAL CELEBRATION. 


No public celebration, in this city. 


has ever so richly repaid the exertions 
made in preparing for it, or so com- 
pletely gratified sanguine expectation, 
as that which took place yesterday.— 
The sky was clear; and the temperance 
of the weather just cold enough to make 
the streets present a comfortable path. 
A pleasing and wholesome excitement 
pervaded the whole community. 
Busi- 


ness was generally suspended ; and, at 
an early hour, the streets were 
filled 


by those who were proceeding to their 
mustering places for the parade, and 
by others intent on seeing all that was 
to be seen. 


The procession was formed accor- 


ding Jo the order that has been publish- 
ed ; and the facility with w h i c h each di- 
vision fell into its proper place, show- 
ing that the p r e l i m i n a r y arrangements 
had been judiciously made and entrust- 
ed to gentlemen competent to the posts 
assigned them. 


It is not easy to be accurate in sta- 


ting numbers on such an occasion ; but 
we cannot be far wrong in saying, that 
the procession was composed of about 
nine thousand men, exclusive of the 
military, w h o probably mustered about 
two thousand. 


The march was led by a company of 


pioneers, in white shirts and dragoon 
helmets. 
Then came the Chief Mar- 


shal and his aids, heralded by Mr. Nor- 
ton and his glorious trumpet. Next 
.'he Mayor on horseback, with the City 
Police. 
Then, under the guidance of a 


Marshal, the Committee of Arrange- 
ment, followed by carriages conveying 
Bishop White and the Clergy. 
Mr. 


Rawle, named lo read ihe Farewell Ad- 
dress, ihe Chief Justice and the Judges, 
Members of the several Diplomatic 
Corps, invited 
Strangers, the City 


Councils, Commissioners of the North- 
ern Liberties and the other Districts, 
Officers of the Army and Navy, and of 
the Customs, See. according to the pub- 
lished programme. 


Then came the traders; and first 


came the victuallers, about 250 strong, 
well mounted and well dressed, with 
appropriate banners, and followed by 
two oxen which might be exhibited as 
specimens in any part of ihe world. 


The Saddlers and Harness makers— 


counting. 140—wore green aprons, and 
made a fine appearance. 


The Halters—450 in number—were 


preceded by a standard, and by six dun 
horses drawing a splendid car, in which 
were twelve men at work. 
The mem- 


bers of ibis company wore white a- 
prons. Their leaders rode in a ba- 
rouche; and the car, which carried one 
or two Indians in fantastic costume, 
was driven and attended by six Turks. 


The Master Ferrymen were accom- 


panied by a boat with six oars and a 
banner. 


The Tobacconists came next—250— 


strong—with a car drawn by four hors- 
es, and carrying a number of men at 
work in the several branches of the 
trade. 


The Bakers—counting 
150—were 


headed by a veteran, whose senior, in 
the trade, is not probably to be found 
in the United Stales ; and long may he 
live, for he is an honest man, and 
hearty. They displayed a 
suitable 


banner, and the well constructed oven, 
carried with them, sent forth excellent 
hot rolls from time to time. 


The Glass Workers, besides their 


banner and car, displayed many beauti- 
ful specimens of their workmanship. 
Their strength was about 140. 


The Cabinet Makers, with a car and 


four horses, were followed by the Car- 
vers and Gilders, and by the Gold- 
beaters; mustered together a hundred 
or more, and making a splendid show. 


The Builders and House Carpenters 


followed, with a splendid 
pavilion, 


drawn by six grays, and filled with re- 
spectable men, and guided by poslil- 
ions in scarlet. Their numbers were 
not less than 250. 


The Brick-makers were accompan- 


ied by two cars, in one of which the op- 
eration of moulding bricks was carried 
on with great dcxlerily, while :he oiher 
bore a burning kiln.

ufacture rs, 


Artisans, working1 on gold and sil- 


ver, came next, occasionally distribu- 
ting medals stamped as they passed on. 


The Potters had a car with three 


horses; in which several workmen 
were assiduously employed. 


The 
Pi-inters, 
Bookbinders, 
and 


Copperplate Printers, each exhibited, 
on elevated stages, very excellent mod- 
els of the principal instruments of their 
several trades, in the hands of expert 
workmen. 
They were several hun- 


dreds in number. 


The Tanners, Curriers, ccc. amount- 


ing to 80 or 90, had fifteen men at work, 
in a car drawn by four chesnut horses. 


The Coopers, 120 men, made a sim- 


ilar display ; and so did the Portable 
Plane Makers. 


The Ship-Masters, Builders, Rig- 


gers, Seamen, Hope-Makers, Sail-Ma- 
kers, and others connected w i t h muri 
lime affairs, brought w i t h them a sloop 
of war, ringed and armed, a beautiful 
model of the frame of a ship of the lint-, 
and a boat ; the whole drawn by 24 
horses. 
A banner informed the spec- 


tators that the boat must be chaulked 
that day; belonging to a ship bound for 
sea this morning. There was also the 
Harbour-Master's barge, a canal boat, 
and a large frame on wheels, on which 
a deputation of the Rope-Makers were 
spinning as they went. 
This section of 


the line included about 600 men. 


Then came 2:30 Draymen and car- 


ters, well mounted, and preceded by a 
trumpet. 


After them about 50 Gardeners, with 


a splendid banner, and a magnificent 
bouquet of (lowers and fruits. 


The Association of Young Men for 


celebrating our national Annniversa- 
ries without distinction of party, was 
next in order. 


Then followed the H u n t i n g Park As- 


sociation, most gallantly mounted, and 
n u m b e r i n g about 120. They brought 
w i t h them the famous horses, Topgal- 
lant, Whaleb.Hie. John Miller, Lady 
Jackson, Buster, Columbus. Cato, Pilot, 
Trumpeter, the. Irish coll, Trouble, 
Pickle, Sweet-Brier, Lady Tat, and 
Daniel. 


After these came about two hundred 


citizens on horseback ; and then the 
Firemen. 
Thirty-seven 
Lngine and 


Hose Companies appeared, each with 
their apparatus in perfect order ; the 
carriages generally drawn by horses, 
and the men, excepting those of two or 
three companies, in f u l l fireman's dress 
They mustered, altogether, about 1,- 
500 ; and their appearance excited uni- 
versal admiration. The strength of 
this department has never be Cure- been 
so well displayed to a, large portion of 
the. citizens. 


Several societies of very respectable 


appearance next attracted our atten- 
tion, but we were not able to distin- 
guish the badges of any except various 
Lodges of Odd 
Fellows, of whom we 


counted nearly 800, and the Hibernian 
Society. 


The parade was closed by the volun- 


teers ol the city and comity, joined by 
several troops from other districts. 
Their numbers we hear estimated at 
between 1,500 and 2,000; and they 
made an exceedingly brilliant display 


Our description will appear very 


imperfect to residents of this city; but 
it may serve to give our distant friends 
some notion of the manner in which 
we conducted a celebration, the prepa- 
rations for which have attracted alien- 
lion in all the chief towns of the Union. 


When the head of the procession, af- 


ter its circuit, had arrived at the Stale 
House, the rear had not yet wheeled in- 
to Twelfth from Arch. 
The length of 


the column is computed at five miles 
and a half; the lime occupied by Us 
passage, having been 2 hours and a 
quarter.

in the ranks, scarcely an individual of 
either sex, not kept at home by sick- 
ness or some equally coyx-nt cause, ab- 
stained from viewing the pageant.
